Roald Amundsen 
Abandons Flight 
Over North Pole 


Christiania, June 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — Captain Roald 
Amundsen has abandoned his prgposed 
flight across the North Pole by air- 
plane, it was announced this afternoon 
by the Norwegian minister of defense. 

The minister reeeived a message 
from Leon -Amundsen, brother of 
Roald, reading: 

“Just received the following tele- 
grams dated Norwick, Alaska: ‘Trial 
flight held May 11, Result very un- 
satisfactory. Sorry forced abandon 
proposed flight. Have written.’” 


Captain Roald Amundsen planned 
to start in an airplane from Wain- 
wright, Alaska, or from Cape Bar- 
row, 70 miles northeast and with his 
aviator, iieutenant Oskar Omdal, 
dash above the north pole and land 
in the Spitzenbergen Islands in_ the 
Aretie ocean, 600 miles north of Nor- 
way. ; 
Starting from Seattle last June in 
the exploration in the ship of Maud, 
he passed the winter at Nome, leav- 
ing there in April for Wainwright, 
whence he expected to start his air- 
plane flight this month, sefore he 
left Nome he indicated he planned to 
take off on June 20 or as near to 
that date as the weather would per- 
mit. The airplane for the flight was 
left at Wainwright during the winter 
after Captain Amundsen had quit the 
Maud, which at latest advices was 
locked in the Arctic ice pack with 
the probability that she was drifting 
slowly toward the pole.

Pancho Villa, fighting dynamo from 
the Philippines, who was dethroned as 
American flyweight titleholder only a 
few months ago, rose to world’s cham- 
pionship heights tonight when he 
knocked out Jimmy Wilde, British 
holder of the crown, in the seventh 
round of a battle that was spectacular 
from start to finish despite its one 
sidedness. 

A crowd estimated by the promoters 
at 40,000 witnessed the second world’s 
title to ehange hands at the 
Grounds within a few weeks. 

Rushing and slashing with a terrifie 
assault that hdd Wilde groggy and 
reeling in the first round. 
| victory was one of the most decistve 

in the annals of world’s championship 
| history. 

Wilde was 
great boxer who had held undisputed 
Sway among the little men of the ring 
for years. Only his marvelous game- 
ness and the heart of a master ring- 
man enabled him to last as long as 
he did. He stood up under the most 
deadly of attacks for six rounds, bleed- 
ing from cuts about his mouth and 
cheeks and with his right eye virtually 
closed. Occasionally he took the of- 
fensive but his punches were feeble, 
and failed to shake his opponent. But 
though bis legs sagged at the knees 
and his body wavered under a devas- 
tating attack, Wilde’s bulldog courage 
kept him in the thick of the fray,

WHEAT DECLINES 
UN GUOD WEATHER 


Chicago, Ill., June 18.—Largely ag 
a result of new crop hedging saleg 
and because of better weather in the 
harvest district southwest, the wheat 
murket underwent a decided fall in 
price today. Both the September de 
livery and December touched a new 
low price for the season. Closing 
quotations were unsettied, 1 te 
3 o-S cents net lower, with July 107 
to 107 1-8 and September 106 3-8 to 
106 1-2. Corn lost 1-4 & 3-8 to 12 
& O-S cents, oats 1-8 & 1-4 to 1 1-4 
cents, aud provisions 10 cents to 15 
cents. 

With a likelihood that the winter 
harvest will become general within a 
few days and with a good sized move- 
ment of new wheat apparently at hand 
the wheat market was from the start 
the subject of- increase selling pres- 
sure, and there was a notable dearth 
of support from buyers. Lower quo- 
tations at Liverpool indicating lack 
of any vigouous European demand: led 
to further weakness in the market 
here, notwithstanding continued ree 
ceipt of crep damage reports from 
Kansas and despite announcement of 
1.596,000 bushels decrease jin the 
United States visible supply. Bulls 
failed also to get any advantage from 
reports of dry weather in North Dae 
kota. 

Although th wheat market at to- 
day’s lowest price level showed in 
some cases 20 cents decline from the 
season’s high point, little power to 
rally developed. Bears contended that 
severe crop damage in Kansan was 
restricted to low-lands. It was also 
asserted that dry weather had thus 
far been without serious effect on 
spring wheat, and might remain so for 
two weeks yet. 

Corn and oats sympathized with 
wheat weakness, but corn was rela- 
tively firm owing to meagerness of 
stocks, September oats, like Septem- 
ber wheat, touched a new low price 
record for the season. 

In the provision market, the effect 
of higher quotations and nn hogs was 
more than counterbafanced by decline 
in the value of grain.
